China’s Endurance - 


Meanwhile China herself showr 
not the slightest sign of surronder, 
Over-run, outraged, bombed, de- 
vastated, the Chinese people dis- 
play a power of endurance, a spirit 
of sacrifice, on energy of resis- 
tance that should command, and 
docs command, the respect and ad- 
miration of mankind. In Chiang 
Kal-shek they have a leader, 110- 
cowed ond unyielding, who can 
hardly fail to ranks before posterity 
a3 one of the greatest men of our 
time. In the fur undeveloped west 
of their vast amorphous empire 
they are making on industrial and 
milltory effort which jn the ¢lr- 
cumstances is, astonishing. 


In order to Unk up through 
Burma with the outer world, on 
which they are forced to depend 
for mony vital supplies, they have 
bullt very rapidly mostly by vo- 
luntary labour nnd without the aid 
of o alngle machine, not even a 
steam-roller, one. of the longest 
and most diMcult mountaln rods 
‘in tho world. At the demand of 
the Japanese it was closed for the 
transport of all military material. 
Those essentlal supptias, for whose 
sake it was built at the cost of un-~ 
stinted sacrifice, were denicd, 

Those who confuse the material 
concomitants of civilisation with 
civillsation itself, those who think 
that natlons are to be valued mere- 
ly by. thelr fqctorics, mines, ships, 
railways, . skyscrapers, industrial 
companies, and the like, will cone 
sidor China to be pitifully barbar- 
‘qus'in comparison with Japan. 
But those who do not fall into that 
mistake, if they know something 
of. the anclent charneteristics, of 
the Chinese people ond understand 
even a little of the Inner spirit and 
the strivings of modern China, will 
reach a very different judgment,

Tho people of Great Britain and 
the L.S.A. are better off than the 
people of India and China, not be- 
couse there js more muncy in the 
Western countries, but because the 
better skilled labour, working with 
much greater and better capital 
equipment, can turn out a larger 
volume of, goods and services. 

This is true at any time, and 
wild opply after the war os ot any 
other time, 

The standard of living after the 
war will depend upon our capacity 
to progivess and that capacity is 
derlyed from the real resources of 
labour and equipment. Whether 
the Natlonal Debt fs £10,000 mil- 
Uon or £20,000 milion makes no 
real difference, : 

What we have to worry about 
is not what is happening to mene-

Years between 1900 and 1914 saw 
a scramble for. ‘a practical field 
cipher. The requirements were 
that: (I) It must be ‘simple enough 
.to be readily. understood by and 
quickly taught to inexperienced 
men; (2) it must minimise error 
through ease of operation; (3) it 


must not require the use of special - 


apparatus, the capture of a piece 
of which would betray the secret 


- of the cipher; (4) it must be cap- 


able of holding:a secret as long as 
necessary ‘to exectite the order 
written in it. (THis last so that, if 
the enemy ‘réceived: the message 
‘at the same. time ‘as the com- 
mand :‘to Which it was addressed, 
the action ‘specified ~could be 
started 'befote'the ertemy could de- 
cipher. the message.) 


Because there was-no cipher that 
met these requitements in 1900, 
intelligence ‘officers of the various 
armies -worked ‘feverishly. 
French ‘favoured ‘disc ‘ciphers. 
Germany, ‘ignoring the second and 
‘third requirements, vised elaborate 
cipher machines. ‘And the British 
produced something ~new—the 
famous Playfair cipher, one of the 
simplest and best’ ever devised, 

For ‘evéry cipher that -was 
devised there’ was-a cryptographer 
who could'‘break -it. That single 
fact was ‘résponsible for some of 
the most dramatic:é€pisodes of the 
war. 


when German-owned radio sta- 
tions flashed out the message, “A 
Son Is Born” (their codephrase 
for war) every victory and every 
defeat had ‘its echo in the code 
rooms of the warring nations. As 


wards the Marne in'the early days 
of. the war, Mr. Pratt explains, 


. they found themselves faced with 


unexpected ‘difficulties. The two 
main advancing armies were so 
far apart:that they had to rely on 
radio communication, The air was 
full of sigrials,' many on the same 
frequency. ‘The ‘German system 
of ciphers'was too cumbersome. 
Messages hid to be repeated five 
and six times... .. st tee 
On the night of September 2nd, 
1914, one German army, com- 
imanded by Von Kluck, was order- 
ed by radio to drive the French 
south-east away from Paris.

Cryptographers 
easily worked out its meaning. 
General Joffre swiftly changed his 
plans. The French army swept 
from Paris into:the Battle of the 
Marne and the Germans were de- 
feated. 
At almost the-same time the

The great enemy of good pro- 
duction is fatigue. The Gilbreths 
succeeded in reducing fatigue and 
increasing production in a hand~ 
kerchief-folding factory by. the 
following regulations: 

The working hour of the fold- 
ers was divided thus: Five min- 
utes of work seated, one-of. re- 
pose, this four times in succes- 
sion. Then’flve minutes of work 
standing, one minute of rest, theee 
times in succession. Finally, six 
minutes of rest with the option of 
moving about. In the hour pre-~ 
ceding the midday lunch hour, the 
final rest period was. suppressed 
as also in the last hour before 
quitting work—because xeal rest 
was to follow immediately. 

The production ‘of the factory 
was almost doubled. The Gilbreth 
method economises human labour 
and creates happiness while at 
the’ same time it incréases pro- 
duction, 

The Gilbreth method can . bé 
applied to all the actions of one’s 
life. Modern kitchens where the 
number of steps is reduced and 
work rendered easier by practi- 
cal appliances owe much to the 
influence of Mrs. Gilbreth. 

Men can profit by the system 
just as much as women. The em- 
ployment -of both hands at any 
given-task is one of the great Gil- 
breth ‘principles; your body will 
be less strained and less fatigued 
if your right side does not. work 
more than your left side. 

When you are working ata

Train And Work : 


GERMANY has been training 

. parathute troops since 1935. 
They first practise on the ground 
with ingeniously constructed ap- 
paratus, learning to jump and ‘to 
‘land. The. most important ‘thing 
is the landing. When a parach~ 
utist lands, he frequently sprains 
or breaks a limb and is, of course, 
out of action. He has, therefore, 


to learn very thoroughly’ how to. 


reach the earth uninjured, 


He has to learn’how to use the 
wind, so that he shall not be drag 
ged along by. the still open para~ 
chute, and how to roll with agil- 
ity over one shoulder so as ‘to get 
to his feet safely. 


The parachutist is trained in the 
use of the special arms of the 
‘country in which he is to land. 
For getting away, light collap- 
sible bicycles are ‘carried; some~ 
times even motor-cycles to trans- 
port machine-guns. The rest of 
the man’s.equipment consists of 
sub-machine gun, ..a pistol aud
